in order to define clearly her attitudt 
toward toe events in the kingdom o!

June 15, the legal order of things war 
re-established and Prince Karageorge 
Vitch was unanimously «tected ;king.

Servla under the name of Peter 1 
Immediately after the proclamation 
the new king telegraphed 
to 
the 


czar asking his imperial majesty t< 
recognlie him as king, whereupon the 
reply 01 bis majesty in confirmation 
of this was sent. 


"The imperial government, while 


hailing the election of the new mon- 
arch, scion of a glorious dynasty, and 
wishing all success in the task he 
has so well begun, to the supreme 
head of tbe Servian people, which Is 
allied to Russia by ties of religion 
can nevertheless not refrain from ex 
pressing the confident hope that King 
Peter will he able .to give evidence 
of his sense of justice and firmness 
of will by adopting measures. at the 
outset to investigate the abominably 
misdeed which has been committed 
and to mete out rigorous punlshunent

' Assuming that they weigh ten 
pounds, a simple calculation sbofrs 
that tbe crop averages a little more 
than twenty-eight tons to the acre. If 
they weigh eleven pounds, the average 
will be about thirty-one tons to the 
acre.

One of the reasons why the Ameri- 


can people have advanced In clvlllza- 


faster than than 


e»rth ls,-that they 


have al%4yi enjoy ed the "advantages 
of a free press. From the very foun- 
dation of the republic, the press has 
been at liberty to speak its mind on 
any and all subjects and it has done 
*o. 


It may be true, to a certain exteu^ 


that tbe public sprmte give voice to. 
the sentiments of the people, but this 
is not always the case 
The press 


has often moulded public opinion and 
turned the thoughts of the people in- 
to channels that they never 
would 


have sought of th«ir own accord. In 
some instances, probably, the press 
has meddled and by meddling has 
worked harm. It has 
more often 


been true, however, that In ferreting 
out the secrets of various iten, the 
newspapers have nipped in the hut 
conspiracies against the public wel- 
Jare. The press may almost always 
be found on Che side o£ the plain peo- 
ple. This is, perhaps, because It de- 
pends on the plain people for support, 
but the fact remains, whatever the 
reason.

It was said that 
this little time spent by the president 
among the newspaper men was en- 
joyed by him Infinitely more than any 
other part of the St Loula visit. To 
end up a good thing we read this 
week the account of the joyful lunch- 
eon tendered Mr, Roosevelt by the 
press association representatives who 
accompanied him on bis trip and who 
have enjoyed his 
confidence 
and 


shared his pleasure while en, route. 


It is safe to say that no other pres- 


ident was ever on 
such terms of 


goodfellowship with the press as Mr. 
Roosevelt, and no other has come 
In for so little criticism at Its hands. 
That.the interest he feels is more 
than superficial Is shown by the con- 
fidence h« places In newspaper men 
in having given them some of the 
most responsible positions in the gov- 
ernment service at his command. It 
Is worth while to note in this con- 
nection that a writer no less well in- 
formed than Wllliaji E. Curtis has 
ascribed much of the success of the 
Roosevelt administration to his ap- 
pointment of men who have 
been 


trained on the newspapers.

Cape Horn to San Francisco, starting 
from Boston.

George Thacher Cutts, who is now 
secretary and treasurer of the Con- 
solidated Coal company of St. Louis, 
Missouri. 
'In September, 1881, Dr. Cutts en- 


tered the military service as surgeon 
of the Second Illinois cavalry. 


He was present at Fort Donelson 


Union City and Bolivar, Tenn , Holly

Later he participated 
in the 
cam- 


paign of Gen. Franklin in West Lou- 
isiana. 


At the expiration of three year's 


service in the field he resigned and

serving as surgeon in New Orleans, 
Mobile, and other points. 


The last twenty years of his 'ifs 


have been passed in St. Louis. There, 
with the family of his son, he had a

about him a wide circle of friends. 


Dr. Cutts was of sturdy patriarchal

His last sickness was comparative- 


ly biief.

WEALTH OF ALASKA. 


Recent Development of the Tcr» 
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[Special Correspo>vJence.J 


, Alaska. -June . — Several 


things; notably the prospective settle"- 
uieat- of the long standing and per- 
plexing Yukon-Alaskan boundary dis- 
pute, tbe proposition of the United 
•State* coverunient to establish at 
Dutch Harbor a naval coaling station, 
the offer of Uncle Sam to give hoiue- 
ateadj to settlers on agricultural land*, 
the present operations of the United 
States geological survey and the re- 
viral of the scheme to build a railroad 
through tlie territory as a connecting 
link between the American trauscou- 
Ujjontal lines and the Trail-Siberian 


iraihray in an ^11 rail route between 
iNew York and Paris, conspire to bring 
'Alaska into especial prominence just 
at the present time. 
. Pretty nearly every one, I assume, 
knows something of Alaska's vast min- 
eral resources, which, though yet but 
toardly tapped, have poured into the 
mints of the United States many mil- 
lions' worth of the precious metal, 
much more, indeed, than the $7,200.- 
000 originally paid for the territory. 
But golds is not the only, and probably 
not the-;greatest, mineral wealth of 
Alaska. There are here also in abun- 
dant and paying Quantities silver, cop- 
per, coal, Iea4, tin, cinnabar, arsenic, 
antimony, manganese, corundum, pe- 
troleum, slafe. clay and many varieties 
of building stone. 


Speaking of copper, which, with the 


grfwing development of electricity, is 
becoming one of the most valuable of 
metals. Alaska will soon be prepared 
to supply tbe .world's demand for this 
useful product. Copper ore Is here in 
abundance, only awaiting the coming 
of the miner and smelter. About 140 
miles from Valdes, in the .Chittyna 
valley, are very great copper deposits, 
which during the last season have 
been visited by many experts. Some 
of the ores run 85 per cent copper, and 
there are many thousand tons in sight 
assaying 16 per cent 


Recently there occurred a great 


mountain slide in this region, reveal 
ing, ao It is claimed, as much as 40,- 
000,000 tons of high grade copper ores 
Valdes bay and the low pass north of 
it are the American gateways to the 
Yukon valley, and already a railroad 
has been surveyed and partly graded 
to the interior, for the copper, though 


*-lt €>TQ be quarried like the iron ores of 


Lake Superior, without a railroad will 
remain worthless. The railroad itself 
is assured an unlimited tonnage. It is 
the shortest line to Dawson and the 
Yukon valley, and, what is of more im- 
portance, it-can carry supplies deliv- 
ered at Valdes from sailing vessels or 
deep draft ocean steamers in all the 
jnoutba of the year, with only one 
break of bulk at Valdes, and also reach 
the deep navigable Yukon and the 
Koyukuk a month earlier than by the 
Yukon mouth, which is closed by Ber- 
ing sea ice until July 1. 


Coal and coal oil have been discov 


ered In various sections of Alaska, and 
generations after the anthracite and 
petroleum fields of Pennsylvania have 
become exhausted Alaska will be fur- 
nishing the world these producers of 
ueat and light. Some of the most ex- 
tensive coal fields are those at a point 
westward from Kenal in the Scward 
peninsula, which rank second to those 
of Kayak, where there are rich and 
extensive deposits of both coal and 
oil. The fields near Kenal are of 
unique- value because of their location, 
these being the nearest of all American 
coal mines to all of the Island posses- 
sions of the United States on the Pa- 
cific, the nearest point, in fact, of the 
American mainland to Hawaii, Samoa, 
Guam and the Philippines, and are 
nearly 2,000 mllei nearer to Asia than 
tho Puget sound mines or Sao Francis 
co. . 
i Very little, so far at I have observed, 
haa yet been written about Alaskan 
oil. Indeed very little was known of 
the oil deposit* of the territory until a 
comparatively short time ago. Proper- 
ly speaking, the oil field* of southern 
Alaska arc divided Into three parts— 
the Cold bay district, tbe Cook inlet 
district and the Kayak district. While 
all these districts show unmistakable 
evidence! of oil, tbe Kayak district 
casilj takes the lead and will receive 
the first attention of tbe public from 
tho /act that several hundred thousand

There Is fine timber throughout the 


whole of Kayak district for fu-?l and 
umber, being principally spruce.

Tbe snowfall 
s usually from three to five feet in a 
season. The Kayak country is at all 
imes accessible, there being two en- 
trances, one between the mainland and 
Jig Kayak Island, the other between 
iig and Little'Kayak islands. There is 
always g*od shelter for a ship at an- 
•bor about a mile from the town of 
Kayak, which is situated on Little Ka- 
yak island. 


While gold has thus far been Alas- 


ka's principal contribution to the 
world's accumulations,

will add vastly greater wealth. But 
these do not tell tbe wbole story of 
Alaska's richness and fecundity. The 
erritory has great agricultural possi- 
bilities and Is already making wonder- 
ful strides in farming nnd stock rais 
ng. Wheat, barley, oats, rye and all 
lardy vegetables and berries are pro- 
fusely grown-. Cattle, sheep^and swine 
flourish "in the .J1u£uriaot pastures the 
country affords. 


Alaska covers 590,804 square miles,

Before they started they went to the 


bishop of Grenoble, a holy man, \\lio 
blessed them and showed them tho 
waj to the heights where they took 
up then abode and founded an order 
which has for centuries been one of 
the best known in Christendom. From 
that time the Carthusians have multi- 
plied. From seven they have become 
thousands and from being poor they 
huAe grown rich and powerful. 


The name of the monks of Char- 


treuse is associated in the minds of the 
profane with the cordial which hears 
It, but at the outset their purpme was 
not that of gain. They lived lives of 
tho greatest austerity, these followers 
of St. llrtino. and set an example of 
rigorous piety to tho most devout. Even 
now their rules are very severe Tlieir 
prayers and rites arc of interminable 
length. Theh* food is coarse, their re- 
creations are few, mid they (leave to 
many of the mortifications of the lle-.li 
instituted by their predecessors. De- 
spite the profuse supply of lUpieur a 
Carthusian monk is never drunk. 


The secret of the cordial was Known 


to the early monks, but the liqueur 
was used for centuries only as a modi-
